Any who have read this 
Paper for any length of 
time will be fully aware 
that we, have no sympathy 
for any country or institu- 
tion which erects tho arti- 
ficinl barriers of race, reli- 
glon, colour, or creed. 


And conversely, we are to the 
fore..fn- attacking what: we 
consider an onslnught upon 
the individual rights of 
any, whether it’ be in this 
Colony, or any where else. 
Let that. be understood, 
just as it was understood 
that South Africa withdrew 
from tho Commonwealth 
because her policy of 
apartheid could not be 
tolerated within the British 

_ Commonwealth of Nations. 


But we cannot: but go along 
-with Mr- Menzies in his 
appreciation of the situa- 
tion which drove South 
Africa from the Common- 
wealth. For, in the name 
of tolerntion, the opposing 
partners in the Common- 
wealth refused to tolerate 
any view but their own, and 
in the name of jolerution 
caused South Africa to 
withdraw from a situation 
she herself was emotionally 
and’ materially unable to 
contain.

The number of workers 
drawing unemployment cheques 
drdépped too, but still represent-+|' 
ed a record for the early, March 
period with a tdtal of 3,406,500. 
Also many. - of those . who-have 
been drawing unemployment. pay 
are becoming ineligible after o 
certain ‘period of weeks, depend- 
ing on where they live. ‘This, 
quite apart from the more tan 
two million jobless who for 
various reasons do not qualify 
for unemployment pay. . 


HIGHEST RATE . 

Economie analysts noted that 
ihe current recession, although 
viewed by many as the mildest 
of the postwar.period, produced 
the highest rate of unemploy- 
ment since ‘the late thirties. 
They also noted that the un- 
employment rate has tended to 
risc even in recent periods of 
active business. 

As an example, in the 1951-53 
pericd of high aotivity brought 
on by the Korean war, the rate 
of unemployment held at just 
below three per cent of the total 
labour foree. Im 1955-56 the 
Tate rose above four per cent, 
in 1959-80 it averaged 5.5 per 
cent, 

This realisation opened the 
eyes of those who believed un- 
employment was just a reflec- 
tlon of business slackness.. .. 
1. Many snolysts now: believe 
. that the refusal _of the an. 

employment rate to drop be- 
low five per ocnt since the 
end of 1957 is the result of 
some long-term . structural 
changes in the composition of 
the labour force with steadily 
increasing automation and 
production efficléticy playing 
their vital role. 

This would mean that a “hard 
core” of unemployed in the 
United States would become a 
problem to-be Iived with and 
tackled. Just how this could_be 
done is not clear yet. One 
thing is certain, these analysts 
say, that relief measures cur- 
rently proposed by the adminis- 
tration and slowly enforced by 
Congress cannot remove the harné 
core. only fts temporary  out- 
|.Srowth caused by . temporary 
Dusiness stackness. 

They belleve that what is 
basically happening ‘to the .U.S. 
labour force is this: new produc- 
tlon processes ond new ma- 
chinery tend to increase the de- 
mand for new, skills while sub- 
stantially reducing the demand 
for unskilled work. The mea- 
sures that would solve this pro- 
blem would necessarily fave to 
be guite different from the gen- 
eral methods of business-stimu- 
lation currently used by the 
administration. Among . those 
that have Sentatively: been dis- 
cussed are cnptoved employer- 
worker. relations, such as re- 
tralning of workers, revision of 
pension and other benefit plans 
so as not to penallse workers 
who change jobs, and tax in- 
centives for business ‘investment 
which, in turn, would create 
new jobs, ;
